Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative, Jim Patterson, points out the difference 
between the prior art Li and Stupek and the invention. The difference is that the invention installs new applications that 
were not pre-installed in a host computing device as described on page 11, second paragraph of the specification. 
Applicant's representative proposes amending the claims to more explicitly claim the difference above to overcome the 
prior art. Although the rest of the discussion of assessing and providing additional hardware and/or software resources 
(end of page 1 1 through page 12) is disclosed in the prior art as combined, it appears to the Examiner that the initial 
implementation of "when the user receives a new computing system without any applications pre-installed... a 
configuration agent initially installs one or more applications" as described on page 1 1 , second paragraph, is not 
present in Li and Stupek, subject to further search and/or consideration upon receiving a formal amendment. No 
agreement was reached. 
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
